Taking for his tex t, “Be ready al­ 
way s to giv e ev ery man a reason for 
the hope that is in y ou ,” Dr. A. W. 
Jamieson, pastor of the United Pres­ 
by terian chu rch, last night answered 
the qu estion, “Why I am a Chris­ 
tian” 
lh\ Jamieson will preach 
again 
this ev ening as Dr. Nairn, who has 
been condu cting the rev iv al, will be 
u nable to retu rn at once, according 
to a telegram 
receiv ed 
at noon, 
which states that Mrs. Nairn was ill. 
Dr. Nairn went to Zanesv ille, Ohio, 
to preach a fu neral y esterday and 
learned his wife was sick. 
Pray er meetings were lield this 
morning with Mrs. Fred Wilson, Mrs, 
Samu el Finney , Mrs. Hal Pike, and 
Ali s. Frank St filler. 
Ex cellent inter­ 
est is being 
shown in these 
daily 
gatherings. Dr. Jamieson condu cted 
the Bible stu dy this afternoon at the 
chu rch. 
There 
will be no pray er 
meetings tomorrow. 
At the close of the sermon, ethers 
were giv en the opportu nity to answer 
the same qu estoin Dr. Jamieson did. 
Many of them spoke of their rela- 
toins with Christ and the satisfac­ 
tion they had in Christian life. 
Speaking for himself, the minister 
said he 
wou ld be the last man to 
boast of his relationship with God, 
imply ing a su periority ov er his fellow- 
men. It is only becau se “God is mer­ 
cifu l to me, a sinner,” that I hav e the 
Christian hope today , he asserted. 
“I wou ld also be the last man to 
withhold from Jesu s the testimony 
that he wants Ilis redeemed ones to 
bear,” continu ed Dr. Jamieson, “He 
makes u s his witnesses. He bu ilds u p 
Ilis kingdom throu gh ou r testimony . 
We ou ghT not to be ashamed of ou r 
relationship to Jesu s. 
Rather, in 
this age of Bible intelligence, ou ght 
we not be ashamed if we are not 
Christians?” 
The minister said he was a Chris­ 
tian, first, becau se his parents were 
Christians. 
That 
does 
not imply 
that a child shou ld he whatev er its 
parents are, he 
added. 
Popu lar 
ju dgment demands that the son of a 
drinking father let drink alone, be­ 
cau se he sees what it did for his 
father, and the same popu lar ju dg­ 
ment ex pects that a child, growing 
u p in a Christian home, with its as- 
mosphere of lov e and sou nd morals 
and pray er, shall he influ enced for 
Christ, he said, as he sees the worth 
of a Christian life. 
A showing of hands rev ealed that 
many Christian people in the au di­ 
ence came from 
Christian homes. 
Bu t a second reason giv en was that 
he believ ed the doctrines of Chris­ 
tianity . 
By the u se of many tex ts 
of scriptu re, 
the 
pastor declared 
that he believ ed the Bible to be the 
word of God; that he believ ed that 
man was created of God, and is re­ 
sponsible to God; 
that we are sin­ 
ners by natu re, becau se “All hav e 
sinned and come short of the glory 
of God;’’ 
that God sent his Son to 
Seek and sav e that which was lost; 
that Jesu s Christ is the eternal Son 
of God; 
that conv ersion, or the 
spiritu al birth, is a fact; 
that the 
person who comes to Christ, He will 
in no wise east ou t; that we are so 
spend eternity somewhere, for the 
sou l is immortal; 
that the only two 
places for eternity are: God's home 
('ailed heav en, or the prison hou se of 
Continu ed on Page 6.

Terrified Natives Sealed 
There 
by 


Ashes From the Belching Vol­ 


cano Sakurashima. 


N agasaki, Jan. 16. — Five thousand 
of the 12,000 inhabitants of the island 
of Sakura, w here the Sakurashim a vol­ 
cano is located, have been accounted 
for. 
N othing is known as to the fate 
of the other 7,000. 
One hundred thou­ 
sand people who live on the m ainland 
are hom eless. 


Kagoshim a, Jan. 16. —- Thirty-three 
persons, 
men 
and 
women, 
terror- 
stricken and nearly starving, were 
rescued from a cave near the shore on 
th e island of Sakura, devastated by 
Sakurashim a volcano. T heir rescuers, 
a band of sailors from a Japanese w ar­ 
ship, had to dig th eir way through hot 
ashe3 and w arm lava six feet deep. 
So far as is known these are the 
only people caught on Sakura when 
th e volcano b u rst into eruption, who 
escaped death. 
T here were 15,000 in­ 
habitants. 
Five thousanad of them 
escaped to the m ainland during the 
day of Jan u ary 12, before Sakurashi­ 
m a burst into full eruption. 
A few 
hundred are supposed to have escaped 
in sm all boats during the fir3t hour of 
the disaster, although m any of these 
boats w ere swamped. 
The sailors had to dig th eir w'ay to 
the cave’s entrance, w here those res­ 
cued had taken refuge, and carried the 
men and women back to the boat. 
From th ese survivors cam e the first 
graphic stories of men, women and 
children overcom e In their attem pted 
flight 
Many, they said, w ere struck 
down by falling volcanic rocks, and 
hundreds 
w'ere 
caught 
in 
rushing 
stream s of boiling lava, and seen no 
m ore. 
They them selves had taken 
refuge in the cave until the rain of 
ashes and lava had ceased. They were 
then unable to venture forth, being 
m arooned 
by 
half-cooled 
lava 
and 
ashes. 
Many of the people of K agoshim a 
have returned to find their liorae3 de­ 
stroyed and the city w ithout provi­ 
sions. 
They are being cared for by 
the cruiser squadron. 
Camps have 
been set up in the open spaces for the 
survivors to sleep in. 
The general volcanic activity on the 
Island of K iushui is gradually abating. 
The w ork of restoring railw'ay3 and 
telegraphic com m unication is being 
done as quickly as possible. The dam ­ 
age done is im m ense, though as yet no 
appropriate estim ate of the num ber 
killed and the property destroyed can 
be made.
